Thesheriff 
and his assistants stood firm, refusing 
to deliver up the prisoner. A rush 
was made by the lynchersand a strug- 
gle ensued during which several of 
the lynchers were trampled under 
foot.

their farms, you gentlefolks their hauses, 
aud your artisanstheircottages. The 
interest in them that results from be- 
ing iu their own homes is one that noth- 
ing else an give. Think what solid satis- 
faction and content this isin time of 
peace! This is your great glory, your 
real happiness! L2t me entreat you to 
keep it, to guard it, never let it 689. 
Don’t be deluded by the splendor hal- 
lowed by discontent and misery where 
the feadal system prevails. I say this, 
because certain English periodicals are 
cons‘antly advising you that you would 
be so much better off under a mon- 
archy with an entail and the older pa- 
triarchal relations that we have found 
sv plesant in Ireland. [Applause.] I 
cannot help asking myself, whenever I 
read these things, where did these peo- 
ple goin America? What air did they 
breathe and with whom did they con- 
sort? Though I feel deeply the excell- 
ence ofthe American system, it must 
not be supposed for a moment that I 
am lost to that of my own country. 


Each is the complement of the other.
